| Chicago, October 31.—All day long Chair- 
man John R. Tanner, of the republican 
. State central committee, sat in his office at 
the headquarters in the Grand Pacffic hotel, 
and awaited arrest. At 3:10 o'clock it 
came in the shape of a warrant, sworn out 
by Mayor Hopkins, charging him with 
criminal libel. The mayor alleges the 
libel in the words: ‘“‘Mayor Hopkins levied 
blackmail on the vices of Chicago,”” which 
appear in a circular sent out by the state.

The case was carried 
to the state railroad commission by Presi- 
dent Purse, of the Savannah board of trade, 
but the Central agreed to do away with the 
discriminations and the case was withdrawn 
before the commission had acted upon it. 

In the case of Chattanooga it is reasona- 
ble to presume that everything will be done 
that ought to be done and that can be 
done by the railroads to do away with the 
discriminations—if they really exist. The 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion has always listened with earnestness 
and deep.interest to the complaints of this 
town and that in matters of this kind and

The Yankee and the Barbecue. 

Af*vr describing the beauty of the autumn 
day the Electrical Street Railway Review 
gives the following description of the Geor- 
gia barbecue recently given to the street 
railway men in Atlanta: 

“lt was just such a day, on friday, the 
19th, when, at 2 o’clock, the barbecue was 
served at Ponce de Leon, a resort.in the 
city of Atlanta, where there are woods 
anc boats and bathing places and bowling 
alleys, which in the north would be called 
picnic grounds. It was a delightful walk 
of about 500 feet from the street car line 
to the long ‘barbecue tables of Georgia 
pine, on which were placed the wooden 
dishes with Bruns vick stew. 

“But the beer came first. Many kegs, with 
long wooden spigots, were sweating from 
the cool amber fluid, brewed in Atlanta, 
which is superior to the northern beer. 
Each keg supported a huge piece of ice, 
and as they stood at the entrance to the 
grounds, were very inviting to the thirsty 
visitors, who enjoyed the cool refreshment 
of the long drinks. 

“The barbecue consisted of twenty-five 
carcasses, of pig, lamb and kid. On Thurs- 
day a trench twenty feet long, three and a 
hulf feet wide and eighteen inches deep 
was dug, hickory bou were put in and 
set on fire at midnight. Other fires were 
started near by. When the wood had 
burned to ashes, which took about three 
hours, “live coals from the other fires were 
put in the trench. Hach carcass was laid 
on two hickory poles, or two iron rods, 
and wags placed over the trench, being 
cooked thy the heat from the wood coals, 
which. were being constantly replenished. 
The ceoking meat is basted for four hours 
by “a long stick with a swab on the end, 
from a mixture of hot water, salt, pure 
apple vinegar, red pod and cayenne pep- 


dairy butter. The choice bits are first the 
kidney and next the ribs. 

“No barbecue is complete without Bruns- 
wick stew. Now, very few people can make 
LCrunswiek stew, it requires a peculiar 
skill. The stew Served at the barbecue 
required sixty chickens, which were chop- 


ped to pieces and boiled until all the meat | 


dropped from the bones. Cow’s Iver was 
osaaa which had been boiled until . it 
crumbled. Maine corn, which was sweet 
and tender, lemons, onions, Worcestershire 
sauce and the same ingredients as were 
used in the basting of the meats, were 
boiled down with the liquor from the meats 
until it made a most delightful, though 
very rich and palatable food. This stew 
had been boiling since 5:30 o’clock in the

presses His Views. 
Columbus, O., Special in Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 

Mr. Henry A. Lanman, one of the most 
prominent republican business men in the 
state capital, who, while one of the state 
contractors in a limited way, runs one of 
the largest manufacturing establishments 
outside of the city, employing many hun- 
dreds of! hands, has some very decided 
views on the silver question. I met him to- 
day and had a very interesting talk with 
him, 

“Tt understand,’’ said I, “that you are not 
in accord with your party on the silver 
question.” ste 

“| am not.” 

“As a business man will you give your 
reasons for differing with your pamy lead- 
ers?’’ 

‘<heerfully, and yet it is not my custom 
to talk politics, but I will state the reasons 
which impel me to depart trom my usual 
party affiliations in the coming election. It 
is certainly not because of any personal ob- 
jection to the candidate heading the ticket 
of my party. On the contrary, 1 know him 
to possess the qualities of mind and heart 
which characterize a true gentieman, with 
abilities which qualify him to fill acceptably 
the office he seeks, but the awful calamities 
which now afflict not only our country, but 
the whole civilized single standard nations, 
so belittle all other issues as to sink person- 
al considerationg into insignificance.”’ 

“Speaking as an employer of labor how 
does the situatioh strike you?’’

The effect is the same 
as though it had all been gold, and one- 
half swept out of existence. Following out 
the jaw above quoted, all prices reckoned 
by the gold standard would decline one- 
half their former values, or what is the 
same, money would appreciate." 

“"Then, the tendency in that direction?” 

“This has been nearly accomplished; the- 
ories have been verified by events; and were 
this all, business would gradually resume 
tits wonted channels on the basis of the 


changed level of prices; but there remains,

“Earnest Seyd, one of the best students 
and brightest tninkers on economic ques- 
tions of this generation, in 187i, two years 
before the demonétization of silver in* this 
country, predicted what thas already trans- 
pired, and that commerce and manufac- 
turers will go backward until the real cause 
becomes recognized and the natural remedy 
applied. 

“Senator Jones said in the United States 
senate last summer: ‘If the people of this 
country’do not destroy the gold standard it 
wil] destroy them.’ Growing out of this 
burden-imposing and ill-advised legislation 
it can be shown that we. pay England, in 
unearned increment, $125,000,000 per year— 
that our home production is cut down from 
$1,400,000,000 by at least one-third, entailing 
idleness and its attendants, crime and pau- 
perism. “ 

“But what must interest all manufactur- 
ers and business men is the fact that unless 
silver is remonetized gold will continue to 
appreciate in value, and just so long as it 
does do this we cannot hope for any perma- 
nent revival of business.”

CAUSE OF THE LOW PRICE OF 
WHEAT, 


« 


From The Indiana Farmer. 
Much has been said of late through the 
press upon the subject ef the low price of 
wheat and its causes. All have agreed on 
one point, and that is that the price is low, 


and here they divide. , 

I am aware that the farmers have in the 
past often regarded the millers as their 
enemies, but I will attermpt to show briefly 
why the interests of farmer and miller are 
identical, and that by Teason of the feeling 
mentioned, the causes of low priced wheat 


have not been removed 

First, the milier is the best customer the 
farmer has, and is always in the market 
and always pays the market price for the 
wheat. The market is not made by the mit 
ler. but is practically made by the Liverpool 
operator. Except during the first month 
or two at the beginning of each crop year, 
the millers take the bulk of the wheat 
brought to market. During the first two 
months, the movement is very heavy and 
much is exported, but after this little goes 
for export from localities where there are 
mills. Remove the milling industry from our 
country, and our wheat must go abroad and 
come in competition with the poor and cheap 
wheats of Europe and India. Not only is 
this true, but the offal is lost to our farm- 
ers. The foreign miller will not use Ameri- 
can wheat until it comes down in price to 
the poor wheat of Europe and India, but 
the American flour could be placed in every 
market in the world, because of its superior- 
ity, if not shut out by ‘prohibitory foreign 
tariffs. It has done this in many markets 
in the face of their own tariffs. In talking 
with a gentleman from Holland, not long 
since, he said, in answer to my query as to 
how much American wheat their native mil- 
lers ground: “They do not grind any, be- 
cause they can get Indian and European 
wheat so much cheaper. They are anxious to 
use your fine Anierican wheat, but can't 
pay the price and compete in the market 
with their flour. Of course their flour is 
much inferior to your American article, and 
they realize the fact, but can’t remedy the 
defect. I think they realize that your mil- 
lers will eventually ruin their Business, and 
therefore they are asking for a duty on 


American fliour.’’ 

He simply gave the situation the world 
over. The foreign miller will only take our 
wheat when it is either sold at the low 
price realized for poor foreign wheat, or 
when their crop is short and they must have 
it. On account of better wheat and better 
facilities and having attained a higher de- 
gree of art in manufacture, the American 
miller can produce the best flour in the 
world. His market is at present narrowea 
by the maintenance of prohibtory tarifi 
duties by certain foreign counties. If these 
countries would take American wheat and 
pay a relatively higher price for ‘it than for 
the poor quality of the European wheat, 
then the farmers’ Interest in the subject 
might not be quite so great, but the facts 
are not such. The millers of this country. 
through the Winter Wheat Millers’ League, 
an organization formed for the exclusive 
purpose of extending the markets for Amer- 
ican flour, have asked congress to enact 
retaliatory laws whereby the luxuries, pur- 
chased only by vs od rich, coming from the 
countries maintaining high tariff duties 
against American flour, might be charged a 
double duty until they were willing by re- 
ciprocal treaties to allow our flour to enter 
their markets on a more equitable basis. 
Notwithstanding the fact that every barre 
of flour exported represents four and a half 
bushels of wheat, congress at its last ses- 
sion refused this request and passed a bil! 
in which many of these luxuries were placed 
on even a lower rate of duty. The millers 
further asked that the reciprocity feature 
of the then existing tariff law be alloweu 
to remain in force. This was also disregard- 
ed, and as a result Spain has abrogated he: 
reciprocity treaty with the United Sater 
as to Cuba, and Brazil has given notice that 
her treaty will be abrogated January ist, 
next. To Cuba, the mills of this country 
shipped last year nearly 900.000 bushels of 
flour, where scarcely any had been shipped 
before the treaty was effected. The amount 
shipped to Cubayv last year. exceeded the 
amount shipped the previous year by 80,000 
barrels. To Brazil was exported $20,000 bar- 
rels, an increase over the year before of 
100,000 barrels. Spain has already advanced 
her tariff duty on our flour going to Cuba 
from $1 per barrel to $4.76, or 75 cents higher 
than from any other country. Brazil will 
restore her old duty which was equal to a 
prohibition. The mills have thus lost a mar- 
ket which would have taken this year over 
2,000,000 barrels of flour. Figuring this at 
four and a half bushels to the barrel, we 
find a loss to the American farmer of a 
market for fully 9,000, bushels of wheat. 
Further than this, the flour shipped to those 
markets was all made from winter wheat, 
no spring wheat flour going there. 
It is a well known fact that neither of these 
countries have flour mills, so that a market 
is absolutely lost to the winter wheat far- 
mer for that much wheat. In face of these 


‘facts, is it any wonder that wheat remains 


at the present low price? Congressmen 
should be committed to extend th markets 
for American flour. That the s lus 
wheat we have can be worked off st 
through the mill is self-evident from facts 
given above. Therefore, it seems.as if the 
farmers should be with the millers on such 


a proposition.

Witnesses have testified that 
Carr labored under delusion and was al! of 
his life a very queer sort of fellow.

For the state the witnesses who were 
sworn &8 experts agreed that Carr was not 
insane at present. One witness positively 
identified the handwriting of Carr in his 
signature. It was proved by a number of 
witnesses that Carr and his brother and | 
Bailey were together all the morning as if 
plotting. It was also testified that Carr 
claimed to have shot King after King shot 
at) him, 

Much depends upon the testimony of the 
experts.

Baird testified that Carr is feigning insani- 
ty; Dr. Gaston, Dr Scott and Dr Harris be- 
Neve that Carr is suffering from dementia.

: Dr. J. BR. Baird Teils of Carr. 

In answer fo thé usual preliminary ques- 
tions, Dr. Baird stated that he was a prac- 
ticing physician and had practiced for twen- 
ty-two years; he had been on the board of 
health seventeen years, and was at present 
president of a loeal. medical suciety. He 
stated that he visited Carr in company with 
Drs. Jarnigan and Knott, 

“Tell how you found him, doctor,” said 
Solicitor Hill © ~ 

“We visited Carr on the 19th of the 
present month,” said Dr. Baird. ‘I found 
him in a.very good physiéal condition, well 
nourished, not emaciated; pulse a little 
quick, but not abnormal; respiration per- 
haps rapid, but-not more than ordinarily 
might be expected. His refusal to speak 
was the main feature. The result of this 
refusal was not an inability to talk. I am 
sure that it was not the result of not 
understanding. He obeyed orders and an- 
swered questions.”

He said that it was a leading question 
and that it was argumentative. Judge Clark 
thought not, however, and the question was 
answered by Dr. Baird.

On 
refreshing his memory the witness remem- 
bered having seen four men. They appeared 
to be drinking. One man, whom the witness 
could not identify specificaliy, said: “I know 
where Baker street is.’’ The. witness had 
known Bailey and the Carrs for several 
years: On the cross-examination he stated 
he didn’t know who made the remark. 

Captain King’s Son Testifies. 

Mr. W. W. King, the son of the mur- 
dered man, was put on the stand. He tes- 
tified that on the day before the killing of 
his father the family head started to move 
to Baker street, and, in fact, had moved 
all but a little of the furniture; that they 
moved from Ellis street. 

He Heard Their Conversntion. 

A. T. Sewell was called by Mr. Arnold 
and put on the stand. Sewell stated that 
he had been summoned hy the state. He 
said he was with King, Alex Carr and 
John Carr on the morning of the killing. 
There was some talk about money that 
King owed to them. John Carr talked rather 
rough and King left to avoid a quarrel. 
They followed him up, and John Carr, who 
was drinking, kept after King, at which 
Alex Carr told him to desist. Alex had then 
told! King he wanted to talk privately with 
him and had touched him to attract his 
attention. The witness testified that this 
made King mad and he said to Carr 
that if he-touched him again he would have 
him put up. The witness said also that 
King called Carr a d——n s——- of a b—. 

Mr. Arnold then questioned Sewell as to 
Alex Carr’s insanity. Sewell said that 
one night Alex had said that the stars in 
the sky were people and that we were 
stars to them. He had never heard any- 
body say that before and he thought Carr 
was sorter off. - , | 

J. W. MeMartrie Was Indefinite. 

J. W. McMurtrie, one of the jailers, was 
introduced as a witness. He testified that 
Mr. Reuben Arnold had come to the jail 
and upon two occasions had talked to Alex 
Carr in a room by himself. This was ta 
the best of his recollection. He also testi- 
fied that Colonel Arnold had been to the 
jail. 

On cross-examination he said that he was 
not sure that Colonel Arnold had been tu 
the jail since Carr had been locked up; 
neither would ehe be' positive asto Mr. Reu- 
ben Arnold, but remembered that Alex 
and John Carr had been closeted with Mr. 
Reuben Arnold. 

Bailey again Dragged In. 

Dave R. Wyly, a candy manufacturer, 
testified that he heard the shots on the day 
of the killing and afterwards saw Bailcy 
pushing Carr along. He heard Bailey say: 
“You'd better get out of this."’ Carr re- 
plied: “I have nothing to run for. King 
shot first.” : 

The defense then introduced Jack Scheffer 
to prove that he had taken an order frum 
Carr on King and that King refused to 
pay it. On the cross-examination Scheffer 
admitted he had testified on the day before 
that Carr had accused him of stealing his 
underwéar. 

Witness Sanders was brceught in by the 
defense and asked if he nad not talked 
with Policeman Terry. He said he had not,.

The Grangers were dull and heavy, espe- 
cially Northwest, on rumors of a reduc- 
tion in the dividend, which were undoubt- 
edly based on earnings, the crop tailure 
and the well-known conservatism of Pres- 
ident Hughitt. As regards Burlington, 
tbe cause of weakness was a very bad 
Statement for September Which reflected 
most vividly the unfortunate surroundings 
of western roads. 

The decrease in gross earnings Was nearly 
$700,000, in exact figures $690,348, that in net 
$248,747. The latter result was in the face 
of a heavy reduction in expenses, $341,601. 
Operating expenses were 56.8 per cent. The 
continued evidence that the Burlington 
road is being ‘skinned’ in order that, with 
the aid of nds, dividends may be paid, 
must sooner or later result in lower prices 
for the stock. 

There was no change in the western rail- 
Way situation. Wheat moved freely and 
was practically as low as it has been at 
any time, which is also true of cotton. Of 
grain, excepting wheat, which, in the north- 
west, moved freely, the roads handled very 
little. How meager this .traffic was is 
shown by the car movement for the days 
Only 182 cars of corn came to Chicago. 

Of this, Burlington brought in 24, 
Rock Island 11, Northwest 3, St. Paul 
but 2. Arrivals of wheat were 162, of which 
Burlington brought 4, Rock Island 6, while 
Northwest and St. Paul did not brig ina 
car of either grain. It will be seen, there- 
fore that as regards this class of tonnage 
business on the Granger roads is virtually 
at a standstill.

As for the coal stocks, if they are high- 
priced, the bears seem determined to make 
them low enough. They got Jersey Central 
down to the lowest point touched in four 
years, excepting only in the summer of 
last year. It sold at 145-im 1892, at 182%, 
Been a pretty 
big decline, hasn’t there? 

Lackawanna reached its highest price in 
a number of years last September touching 
174. It has lost a good bit of its advance 
since the Vanderbilts took hold of it, al- 
though still high as compared with some 
prices that have ruled in recent years. Still, 
Lackawanna is one of the most dangerous 
stocks to be short of. 

Delaware and Hudson sold last spring 
at 14444 and as high as 129 last year, so sev- 
eral years’ dividends have been chopped off 
its price. All three of the stocks named 
are dividend pavers, and the managements 
are interested in maintaining dividends. 
A bitter war of competition-between them 
we do not believe likely. 

The September statement of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy gave the bears an- 
other excuse for hammering prices. The 
gross earnings show a loss of $690,348, or 
nearly 20 per cent, and the net $420,745, on 
15 per cent. There was a surplus of $429,782 
after meeting all charges.
